IT’S NOT A PINK BLUE WHALE 
The Hamptons Police Department Marine Patrol 
and Office of Fish & Game received multiple calls 
from local boaters and beachgoers reporting 
sightings of a rare pink blue whale this week. After 
a brief internal inquiry, however, investigators 
learned that people had not seen the endangered 
marine mammal, normally found in the Atlantic 
Ocean off eastern Guyana and Brazil, near the 
mouth of the Amazon River. The “whale” in 


question was actually the Hamptons Police 


Department Submarine Unit painted pink. 


HPD spokesman Larry Hirsch explained 


that the department recently gave its Virginia- 
class nuclear submarine, Jaws VIIF, a shiny 
new coat of pink paint to honor Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month. 

Hirsch sent out an alert on Tuesday, explaining 
the situation and warning residents, “Don’t freak 
out about pink blue whales. The chance of seeing 
one in our waters is, believe it or not, even more 
slim than seeing a legit nuclear submarine, even 
a pink one, but most locals know this by now.” 

Created when an Amazon pink river dolphin 
and a blue whale mate, pink blue whales are 
among the scarcest of creatures. Pink dolphins 
typically grow to about 8 feet in length and 400 
pounds, while blue whales—the world’s largest 
animal—reach 100 feet long and 200 tons, Hirsch 
says in the alert, adding, “So you can see why 
this doesn’t happen very often.” He also pointed 
out that Virginia-class nuclear submarines are 
377 feet long. 

Jaws VIII will be dry docked for the winter 
starting on December 1, and Hirsch says it 
will remain pink all the way through Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month, from October 1-31, 


and the month of November. “Then we'll 


figure out how to remove this paint in time for 
summer 2020.” 

If you see the submarine, or even if you 
don’t, now is a good time to donate to the 
fight against breast cancer. Give to the Breast 
Cancer Research Foundation at berf.org, the 
National Breast Cancer Coalition Fund—which is 
seeking to end the disease by January 1, 2020—at 
breastcancerdeadline2020.0rg, or find another 


national or local organization.

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The Evil 


Mantis 


An Invasive Species in the Hamptons That Kills & Eats the Praying Mantis

e share the fabulous Hamptons with 
many other sorts of creatures. Some we 
have decided are deserving of protection. A 
bird known as the least tern is one. Eagles are 
another. And piping plovers and osprey are still 
others. From the seas we are urged to protect 
striped bass, whales and sharks. And then there 
are the creatures on land. One particular one is 
the praying mantis. It’s tan or green in color and 
about three inches long, has long legs that can 
fold and unfold and long arms that can fold up 
into what appears to be prayer. Often praying 
mantises sit perfectly still, an activity that seems 
to further suggest their religious concern, but 
which others say they do so as to blend in with 
the foliage near where they sit so as to not 
be seen. 
This summer saw the arrival of a new kind 


—_ 


of mantis, though. It has not yet been decided 


whether to offer protection or consider it an- 


intruder. The balance seems to be shifting from 
protecting to swatting. These new arrivals are 
much more aggressive than the other kind 
of mantis. 

A problem is they look very much like praying 
mantises. So if one is to be protected and the 
other not protected, close identification is 
in order. : 

The two mantises, the praying mantis and 
they preying mantis, have only two features that 
distinguish one from the other. And the fact that 
the two kinds are rarely seen together makes 
this even more difficult. The preying mantis is a 
quarter of an inch larger than a praying mantis. 
It’s a small thing, but if you carry a tape measure 
you'll be able to confirm which it is. I might add 
that the reason you only rarely see these two

mantises eat praying mantises on sight. Praying 
mantises offer no resistance. If anything, they 
can be seen turning the other cheek. So if you see 
both of the species together you can be sure that 
one is about to attack the other. You might move 
fast if you see that. Swat the larger one (if death 
is decided to be the order of the day). 

The second difference between the two species 
is also a small thing. Preying mantises, unlike 
their more peaceful cousins, have long, sticky, 
black tongues that unroll from the back of their 
throats when they open their mouths briefly 
to eat. The tongue is forked at the end. The 
unrolling—18 inches!—and subsequent retraction 
of the tongue have been photographed and can be 
seen in slow motion on YouTube. 

With the mouth closed, however, the forked 
end of this tongue—either one or both tips— 
still sticks out a tiny bit. It doesn’t fully retract. 


And you can see it. Scientists believe this

failure to fully retract is a genetic flaw that 
might be corrected in the future as the creatures 
continue to mate, which they do three times 
a day. A very alarming and disgusting sight, 
by the way. 

Of course, a sticky tongue 18 inches long will 
not hurt you. If you appear to threaten a preying 
mantis, however, the tongue will lash out and 
stick to your leg or your clothes so if you try to 
run away, you take the preying mantis and his 
sticky tongue with you. Pulling him off is no 
fun. But it is possible. And from the preying 
mantis’s perspective, he’s just in a new place 
to behave badly like this—just as soon as he 
completes a retraction. 

The sticky tongue, of course, is death to small 
bugs, which is the other thing that preying 
mantises eat. One second they are here, the 
next they are gone. As for the praying mantis, 
death is more awful. The preying mantis tongue 
strikes numerous times, each time disassembling 
a part of the praying mantis. It is not pretty, 
seems malevolent and is particularly offensive to 

_members of the cloth. 

No one knows how the first preying mantis 
came to the Hamptons. Some say the female of 
the species arrived pregnant and perched in the 
leaves of an exotic tree brought by a landscaping 
firm here from Japan, from the Island of Okinawa, 
where they are especially abundant. 

But no one knows for sure. 

One thing to look out for—all the authorities 
are on the lookout for this—is the single nest 
somewhere in the woods of the Hamptons where 
the preying mantises are hatched. Late at night, 


the Queen Preying Mantis, who in one week 
grows to an enormous size, stands up in her 
nest to her full height of 36 feet and scans the 
landscape over the trees in every direction to 
determine the next day’s target for her minions. 
The Queen has never been seen doing this in the 
Hamptons, but in Okinawa she has. She rises to 


look around above the jungle canopy for a full 15 
minutes before lying back down. Unfortunately, 
15 minutes has never been enough time to find 
her, as she does it only once a night and it’s never 
at the same time. 

Anyway, that’s enough about mantises, either 
praying or preying. @&.

t began this summer, two weeks before the 

Dan’s Papers Kite Fly, when an ad appeared 
in Dan’s Papers for that event stating that this 
was the 47th Annual Kite Fly. That number 47 
appeared in white letters on the back of a blue 
kite in the upper right-hand corner. I’m the one 
who organized the first kite fly, and it seemed to 
me the current staff had the wrong date—47 years 
ago would have been 1972, around the time of 
Watergate. I seemed to remember it was a bunch 
of years after Watergate. Early back issues are at 
NYSHistoricNewspapers.org, and so I went there 
and searched for the first references to the Dan’s 
Papers Kite Fly, and that turned out to be 1978.

The next week, I wrote a story in which there 
was a bit about the painter Jackson Pollock 
drunk-driving the car off the road at the curve 
where Abrahams Path meets Springs Fireplace 
Road, killing him, and it resulted in a bunch of 
letters demanding a correction because it had 
taken place further up the road. 

This past month, a new date for the founding 
of Schiavoni’s Market in Sag Harbor appeared 
on the sign above the door.to their building on 
Main Street.

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Aquebogue’s Witch’s Hat Remains in Good Hands

Imost exactly five years ago, on October 25, 

2014, Aquebogue’s beloved Witch’s Hat was 
rededicated after an extensive 18-month effort 
to refurbish the local landmark and roadside 
curiosity. Whether by design or coincidence, the 
Halloween season was a perfect time to complete 
the restoration project, given its decidedly 
witchy silhouette. 

Today, five years after volunteer contractors 
and building materials suppliers, the property 
owner, members of the Riverhead Town 
Landmarks Preservation Commission and the 
Save Main Road community group, along with 
other supporters, celebrated their surprisingly 
Herculean accomplishment, the Witch’s Hat 
continues to stand tall. But deterioration could 
creep back onto the unused building. As years 
accrue into double digits and then, perhaps, 
decades, the pointy, wood-shingled treasure will 
require more work and maintenance. 

Current Witch’s Hat owner, and owner of the 
Aquebogue Veterinary Hospital property where 
it’s located, Dr. Richard Hanusch says a plan is in 
place to ensure it remains solid. “We’re going to 
revisit it,” the veterinarian explains, noting that 
they will invite knowledgeable people to check in 
on the construction every five years orso. Hanusch 
bought the property for his practice in 1990 and 
has been a dedicated and enthusiastic steward of 
the Witch’s Hat since that time. He hangs images 
of it in his animal hospital, and spent about 
$5,000 of his own money to help the most recent

renovation, which was initially quoted at around 
$40,000 before others donated their work and 
energy to getting it done. “A lot of people gave 
their time for it,” Hanusch says in appreciation 
of the many volunteers, including Landmarks 
Preservation Commission Chairman Richard 
Wines, who were instrumental in bringing the 
Witch’s Hat back from the brink of destruction.

Hanusch points out that his contract to buy the 
veterinary hospital included an agreement not to 
remove or change the Witch’s Hat. But he had no 
intention of harming the landmark. In fact, the 
Town of Riverhead even offered to take it off his 
hands and move it to a local park, but Hanusch 
declined, choosing instead to keep the Witch’s 
Hat in it’s original location, where it belongs. 
“It’s such a historical landmark—people used to 
judge their time coming out to the North Fork by 
it,” he says, demonstrating the value of leaving 
the building on Main Road (Route 25). 

Due to its unique shape, the aptly named 
structure—which was also called the Lighthouse 
at one time—has long captured the attention and 
imaginations of motorists driving along Route 
25. It was first dedicated as a Riverhead Town 
landmark and given a mostly visual makeover 
in 1987, six decades after 70-year-old retired 
machinist Harry Flemming built the stand to sell 
candy and other conveniences to passing drivers 
in 1927. Later, the Witch’s Hat was operated as 
a nursery to sell plants, and then local produce, 
but it hasn’t hosted any sort of business since 
the 1960s. 

Though no business has resided at the Witch’s 
Hat for some time, Dr. Hanusch says the 
former owner allowed people to take wedding 
photos there 30 years ago, before he bought 
his business. Best of all, curious passersby still 
stop to snap pictures of the Witch’s Hat, proving 
that it continues to fascinate and welcome 
North Fork visitors, as it will for many years

satirical stuff like we did on The 
Daily Show, specifically pointing 
out things within our system and 
our country, shedding a light on the 
hypocrisy of the things that aren’t 
working, using that satirical lens to 
broadcast and to eliminate those 
things. Different work inspires me 
in different ways. It comes down to 
trying to work with really talented 
people and trying to always stay 
true to raising the bar rather than 
lowering the bar. 


It’s inspiring that you’re so 
conscious of diversity and are 
telling those kinds of stories. 
I’m conscious of it, because ’m 
part of it. Maybe if I was a white 
dude, I wouldn’t be as conscious 
of it. It’s my story, so I don’t think 
of it as an act of inspiration. It’s 
: necessary for me to be conscious of 
that, because it’s necessary for me to be aware of how 
to deal with that. I’ve been dealing with the fact that 
I’m a brown, South Asian, Muslim minority actor in 
Hollywood for a long time—in TV and in movies. When 
I first started out in television back in the mid ’90s, 
there were no roles for brown people...Now, you have 
so many outlets, so many different streaming services 
and platforms on which to tell so many more diverse 
stories, that it feels like we’re in a moment right now 
where we have an opportunity to lean into diversity 


How would you like to see American television 
evolve further? 

It’s just about the storytelling. It’s about the 
representation of characters that we haven’t seen tell 
stories that we don’t normally get to see, that we don’t 
tell stories about. That’s not the only thing, but it’s 
one of the powerful things a medium like television 
can do, where it can actually go deeper and tell stories 
about diverse groups and different groups, and have 
characters that don’t necessarily represent the thing 
that you think they should represent. Television has 
an opportunity, especially today, with all the platforms 
that exist out there. 


What do you find most rewarding about your 
work in television? 

I’m an actor and a writer, so it’s about being able 
to step into different worlds and inhabit those worlds 
and represent those worlds. I’m a studier of the human 
condition, so to be able to examine human beings, 
whether it’s through writing or performing, in different 
aspects of who they are and why they do what they do, 
that’s the DNA of what drives me...For me, that’s the 
most fulfilling thing, to be able to represent different 
human beings and different stories and allow that to 
affect other people, whether it moves them, inspires 
them, changes them, calls them to action or makes 
them just laugh or cry.

Prize Ribbons Abound at Riverhead County Fair 


D o people tell you that your 
pumpkin pie or banana bread 


is the best they've ever had? Have 
you been praised for your needlepoint 
or wood carving skills? Does. your 
farm grow exceptional watermelons, 
eggplants, peppers, carrots or more 
unique vegetables? If you nodded in 
agreement with any of these questions, 
then you owe it to yourself to enter 
your creation in the Riverhead Country 
Fair competition, hitting downtown 
Riverhead on Sunday, October 13 from 
10 a.m.—5 p.m. 

Started in October 1976, the 44th 
annual country fair will once again 
showcase the bounty of Long Island 
and the creativity of local artisans in 
300 competition categories, though its 
focus has shifted since its inception. “In 
the beginning times of the country fair, 
it was more to bring people out to see 
the agrarian culture—what. Riverhead 
was more about at that point,” says 
Tom Farruggia, President of Riverhead Townscape 
Inc., the fair’s primary sponsor. “We did what we 
needed to do back then to help [farmers prosper], 
and we've kind of morphed a little bit away from that. 
We've been struggling with trying to keep the country 
in the country fair.” 

The grandest of the traditional agricultural 
categories feature massive vegetables, the likes of 
which you'll never discover at a U-pick. Last year’s 
blue ribbon—winning pumpkin weighed in at a hefty 


398 pounds, and the winning squash, 
cauliflower, potato, carrot, tomato and 
cabbage were all impressive giants in 
their own -right. The remaining fruit 
and vegetable categories are judged 
based on shape, color, cleanliness and 
quality. Split into three age/status 
categories—junior gardener, backyard 
grower and commercial grower— 
judges grant ribbons to the best leeks, 
onions, herbs, kale, red delicious 
apples, cantaloupes, sweet potatoes, 
pears and a wide variety of others. 
Homemaking categories include 
numerous canned goods, such as jams, 
- pickles and sauces; and baked goods, 
including breads, pies and pastries. 
The cake-decorating contest welcomes 
all, from beginners to professionals, to 
show off their best designs on real or 
dummy cakes, and the home brewing 
section offers a chance to present your 
best beers, whiskeys, wines and mead. 
Non-culinary categories include the 
woodcarving and basket-weaving contests; the floral 
competition, which highlights colorful wreaths and 
fresh flower arrangements; and multiple needlework 
categories, including quilts, crocheted clothing and 
candle wicking. It’s important to enter the homemaking 
categories in the proper skill class—professional 
or amateur—to avoid situations where a bakery is 
competing against someone baking in their kitchen. 
There will also be competitions for best farm wagon 
display and farm display, as well as a pumpkin and

Treasure Island: A Tale of Peril on the Noxth Fork 


DID THIS STAIRCASE LEAD TO A HIDDEN TREASURE? 


he tall grass engulfed her as she disappeared from 

view. I was lost in the brush, with nothing left but 
a treasure map and the hot sun beating down from 
above, threatening to overtake my mind as it rushed 
to madness... 

On a beautiful Saturday morning in late September, 
my sister and I decided to go on an adventure. We had 
heard that a sort-of mythical vending machine had 
been tucked behind The Station by Little Creek at Port 
of Egypt Marina in Southold. Supposedly, this vending 
machine dispensed maps that led folks on grand trips 
across the North Fork, each ending with treasure. So 
after a bit of convincing, my sister agreed to the outing. 
It sounded like a nice time, and we could go to lunch 
afterward. My mother even came along for the ride. 


But little did we know what madness and absurdity - 


awaited us on this strange expedition... 

The excursion started off innocently enough. We 
found the Greenie Supply & Tackle vending machine, 
purchased a $5 map and opened it, excited to see 
what wonders we would soon experience. The map 
contained hints that were fairly vague—a flash of 
yellow, a long staircase—with a general area to search. 
Our first destination would be the Horton Point Light, 
an old but active lighthouse in Southold. It was, as far 
as we could tell, the only place in town near a long 
staircase. My sister and I headed down the 67 steps 
while my mother stayed behind to take in the lovely 
beach below her. We followed the instructions on the 
map (which we won’t spoil here, in case anyone would 
like to attempt the trek), and it seemed like we were on 
the right path. But something was a little off. Where 


was the rock with the “X” that the map described? 

After some searching, I went back up the steep 
staircase to do a little investigating. Two kids, maybe 
about 15 years old, manned the parking lot nearby. I 
approached them and showed them the map. 

“Hey, guys. Have either of you seen this?” I asked. 

The girl, who was the friendlier of the pair, looked 
up at me. “Where did you get this thing?” she asked, 
confused, a slight tone of displeasure at having to talk 
to me. I told her about the vending machine and she 
looked down at the map, frowning. “I’ve never seen this 
before in my life. Weird.” 

The boy, meanwhile, was deeply invested in a game 
on his phone. When the girl asked him if he knew 
anything about the map, he shrugged. “I don’t live in 
Southold, sorry.” I thanked the teens and began to walk 
back toward the staircase—I left my sister alone on 
the beach—and I could have sworn I heard snickering. 
Did those kids know more than they were letting on, 
or did they just see me as an old weirdo who was on a 
lame treasure hunt? Was the boy really playing on his 
phone, or was he transmitting a clandestine message 
that I was getting too close to some dark secret? 

After searching in futility for a little while longer, we 
decided to call it—we were either in the wrong place 
or just missing something. My sister wanted to throw 
in the towel and go to brunch, but I wasn’t done yet. 
There was treasure to be found, I insisted. And we were 
going to find it. So we collected my mother, who was 
enjoying Cristina Alger’s Girls Like Us on her Kindle 
while sitting on a bench outside the lighthouse, and 
drove back to the Port of Egypt. 


“Let’s try a new map,” I declared. 

My sister was a bit wary. “Are you sure you want to 
keep doing this? We just spent 45 minutes on a rocky 
beach looking for a random box.” : 

I was unwavering. “We are finding that treasure. We 
must have missed something.” 

I marched back to the vending machine and 
purchased a new map. This one pointed to Orient. 
That was...a bit of a drive. But no matter. Imagine the 
glory that awaited us! 

After the scenic, 25-minute drive east, we parked 
the car outside a grassy trail and again followed the 
directions, even more carefully this time. And, once 
again, we ended up on a rocky shore, now facing 
Plum Island and the Coffee Pot lighthouse. This map, 
I thought to myself, was a lot more specific. We were 


‘sure to find the treasure. ; 


Alas, it wasn’t meant to be. We managed to get 
ourselves turned around, and the mood changed. As 
we scoured the rocky beach, my mind began to twist 
and turn. What if the treasure wasn’t here? What if we 
were in the wrong place yet again? Who was that lone 
fisherman hanging out by the water? What if this was 
all some kind of strange conspiracy orchestrated by 
the government on Plum Island to test our resolve and 
sanity? Okay, I admit that last bit was a stretch, but I 
had just watched ABC’s new North Fork-set mystery 
thriller, Emergence, and was feeling a little heightened. 

My sister evidently noticed my wild imaginings and 
anxiety setting in, and decided this treasure hunt was 
not going to end in success. She suggested we head 
back to the car, where we had left my mother, and get 
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something to eat. Resigned, I agreed. But where was 
the entrance back to the trail? We couldn’t seem to find 


it. And where did that fisherman go? 

As I spiraled, I heard my sister. “Come on,’ 
called. “We'll go this way, instead.” 

Suddenly, my sister began to climb up some of the 
rocks...and vanished behind an ocean of tall grass. She 
reappeared briefly, but the grass engulfed her as she 
disappeared from view. I was lost in the brush, with 
nothing left but a treasure map and the hot sun beating

down from above, threatening to overtake my mind as 
it rushed to madness... 

“You coming?” I heard her say. 

I blinked. “You’re...you’re standing in the tall grass!” 
I shrieked, thinking of the ticks and bugs. Except she 
wasn't. She was on a clear, neatly kept path—the grass 
was in front of her. Composing myself, I stepped back 
onto the trail and we found our way back to the car. 

The whole experience, at that moment, felt like a 
found-footage horror film. At the beginning of The 
Blair Witch Project, the tone was light and fun, but by 
the end, the hikers had all descended into psychosis, 
stuck in an endless, existential loop. 

As thoughts like this raced through my head— 
What if we were trapped on the edge of Orient for all 
eternity?—a young couple strolled by with their toddler 


in tow and smiled at us. I looked over at my sister. She 
was checking her texts. A few feet ahead, a large crowd 
was getting ready to board the ferry. 

My mother and sister had a laugh at my expense 
when we got back to the car, sans treasure, and we 
headed back west, ending, like so many journeys do, at 
Main Road Biscuit Co. for fried chicken and rosé. 

I won't say the real treasure was the journey. But it 
was certainly a memorable experience. Maybe someday 
I'll return to find the secret of Greenie Supply & Tackle, 
but for now, I’m content with the treasure of the North 
Fork being my white whale.
